’Wholistic Health' of the person.” 


Many departments cooperated to make 
new outpatient clinics a reality. 

In January of 1981. the hospital opened 
an outpatient oncology-hematology clinic in 
cooperation with the oncology-hematology 
group of Mercy Hospital. 

In addition, an outpatient rheumatology 
clinic opened in March. 1981, under the 
direction of Baskaran Joshua. M.D., a rheu¬ 
matology specialist. 

The Radiology Department expanded its 
service, on Feb. 23. 1981. to include nuclear 
medicine at the hospital. 

Nuclear medicine is that science which 
employs radioactive materials for diagnos¬ 
ing various human diseases. 

The annual report notes: “The advent of 
Nuclear Medicine within the hospital 
removes the sometimes hazardous transfer 
of patients to other facilities, saving patient 
time, discomfort, possible complications, 
and unnecessary expense. This addition is 
another step in caring for the total needs of 
the person.” 

The Social Work Department was nation¬ 
ally recognized during the year forits Senior 
Companion Program. 

The annual report states: “The local site 
station was reviewed by ACTION, the fed¬ 
eral agency which funds the Senior Com¬ 
panion Program. Because of this review, the 
program at St. Joseph’s gained national 
review and was featured in a federal quar¬ 
terly publication called Prime Times. 

“Our program will be used as a model for 
other areas of the country interested in serv¬ 
ing their area hospitals The program has 
been beneficial in that it allows elderly in the 
community to remain independent in their 
own environment as long as possible. An 
explanation of St. Joseph’s Program was 
given at the National Senior Companion 
conference held in Washington, D.C.
